Steamer Colima Sinks with Nearly 
AU on Board. 


FO R “ S O U N D ” M O N EY . 


FOURTEEN 
FIVE OF 
PASSENGERS AND 
CREW ESCAPE. 


They Reached the Mexican C ontin 
Small Boats, But All the Others 
Sauk—Boat 
Carried a Valuable 
Load of Merchandise in Addition to 
the Human Freight. 
San Fr&nciso, May 29.—Fourteen of 
the passengers and fi*e of the crew of 
the lost steamship, Colima reached 
the Mexican coast this morning, and 
the rest of one hundred and thirty 
people composing the passengers and 
ere*’ are lost. 
R. 8. Schwerin, snper- 
intandent of the Pacific Mail company, 
late last night received word that the 
Colima had been wrecked. 
The C - 
lima carried about forty first cabio 
passengers and the same number in 
the crew. 
It is not yet known how 
the wreek occurred. 
The Colima was commanded by Capt. 
J. P. Taylor and was an iron vessel of 
2,906 tons. 
She was 
built in 1873 by 
Roach & Sons, of Philadelphia, and was 
owned by the Pacific Mail company. 
Storekeeper Richardson, of the com­ 
pany, w as the one who sent the first 
news about the disaster. It was he who 
sent the message to his father-in-law in 
this city that he had been saved. The 
wreck occurred 
between 
M anzanilla 
and Acapulco. 
The Colima 
carried a very 
heavy 
cargo of general merchandise, and in 
addition to the cabin passengers, who 
numbered between thirty-five and fifty, 
carried a number of steerage passen­ 
gers. There were probably on the ves­ 
sel all told nearly two hundred people. 
The ship was wrecked May 27. 
A 
ship’s boat containing five of the crew 
aud fourteen of the passengers arrived 
a t Manzanilla. 
A ssistant Superintendent 
Avery of 
the Pacific Mail stated th at the Colima 
carried 192 people and only nineteen 
were saved. 
There were forty cabin 
pasengers, thirty-seven steerage, forty- 
three Chinese and the crew numbered 
seventy-two. 
Most of the cabin pas­ 
sengers were bound through to New 
York. 
Cadi, May 29.—The French steam er 
Dom Pedro, bound for Carrilo, Spain, 
been wrecked off Cape Corrubedo. Over 
onet hundred of those on board were 
drowned. The disaster was caused by 
the bursting of a boiler. 
I he Dom Pedro 
w as a 
3,000-ton 
steam er, and was engaged in running 
between H avre and the Argentine Re­ 
public, calling a t Bordeaux, France. 
She carried freight and passengers. The 
latter were mostly em igrants bound for 
the Argentine Republic or other points 
of South America. She left H avre May 
20 last with a crew* of forty-nine all told 
and with eighty passengers. 
At Carrilo the steam er was to have 
em barked 200 additional passengers, but 
bn her way to th at port she ran on the 
rock at 6:40 p. rn. off Cape Corrubedo. 
Im m ediately following the explosion ol 
her boilers the vessel foundered. Only 
the captain of the Dom Pedro and twen­ 
ty-nine of the crew were saved. All the 
passengers were either killed by the 
explosion or drowned when the vessel 
\\ exit down. 


WILL Ll VK IN IRELAND. 


Croker Intends to Lease a County Lim­ 
erick Estate. 
London, May 29.—Richard Croker will 
next week visit Ireland to complete ne­ 
gotiations which he has entered upon 
for the lease of an estate in County 
Limerick. It is his purpose to estab­ 
lish one of the largest racing studs in 
Ireland. Mr. Croker was asked whether 
this m eant th at he intended to settle 
here and he replied: 
“I certainly do not mean to give up 
my American citizenship and I shall be 
found in New York in time to vote at 
every election. No m atter how busy I 
m ay be with racing I shall gladly m an­ 
age to spare three months in the fall 
of 1896 to work for such a man as Wil­ 
liam C. W hitney if he is nominated as 
the democratic candidate for the presi­ 
dency. Senator Gorman would make an­ 
other candidate for whom I would take 
off my coat to work. Tam m any’s can­ 
didate will be elected in New York this 
vear and I shall be on hand.”

Philadelphia. 
Philadelphia, Pa., May 29.—The open­ 
ing gun of the “sound” money cam ­ 
paign wras fired last night at an enthu­ 
siastic public meeting in the Academy 
of Music. The principal speakers of the 
evening were:

* Mr. Edm unds said the sound money 
question m ust be decided by political 
action, not party action. 
The speaker 
discussed the variation in value of the 
two metals. “If any faith can be put in 
human experience," he said, “it ought 
to teach us that we cannot make a 
given am ount of silver worth any more 
W’hen it is printed at the m int with the 
stam p of the United States than it was 
before. If the last congress had passed 
on March 3, the last day of its session, 
w hat is now vociferously demanded by 
the free coinage people, every owner 
and producer of silver bullion w’ould 
take his ounces of silver to the m int— 
w’orth 63.48 cents—and get $1.29. 
And 
having got more than two silver dol­ 
lars for his ounces of silver, he would 
come to the workingman to whom he 
owes for labor and say: ‘If I had bought 
it in metal it would have taken ten 
pounds; but I have taken it to a benfl- 
cent United 
States office and had it 
stamped and you m ust take five pounds 
of it.’ ” 
Ex-Comptroller Trenholm said: “By 
general admission the gold idea and the 
silver idea are irreconcilable. A decis­ 
ion as to which is the right one can 
only be reached by reasoning predicated 
upon the facts and guided by logic. The 
principle of a definite and unchange­ 
able 
m onetary 
unit 
guided 
us 
to 
resumption in 1879, and since then it has 
secured for us ultim ate safety in all the 
vicissitudes 
of business 
and all the 
commercial and financial panics that 
have swept over our country.” 
Congressman H arter argued th at an 
abundance of money did not always 
prevent commercial and business de­ 
pression. 
On the contrary, he urged, 
some of our financial panics had corno 
at k time when money was redundant.

A. W. Jones was this morning nomin­ 
ated for Lieutenant Governor by the 
republican convention amid cheers 
and a resolution was adopted favor­ 
ing the protection of American indus­ 
tries, reciprocity, fair elections and 
honest money. General Asa S. Bushnell 
was nominated for governor yester­ 
day on the sixth ballot. 
He is a 
wealthy m anufacturer of agricultural 
implements at Springfield, a member 
of the firm of W arder, Bushnell & Co. 
He wTas 
chairm an of the 
republican 
committee six years ago. 
The convention was called to order 
at 3 o’clock by Colonel Joseph C. Bon­ 
ner, chairm an of the state committee. 
Senator Sherman wras given a rous­ 
ing ovation w’hen he was escorted into 
the hall at 3:50 by Congressman Van 
Voorhis and Judge Grander. 
He was 
introduced as tem porary presiding offi­ 
cer of the convention and on taking the 
chair made a stirring speech in favor 
of a gold coinage and the policy of pro­ 
tection.

and afterw ard organized,

run, but he caught her, and after a stout 
resistance on her part, assaulted her. 
Then he hurried to his buggy, sprang 
in, and drove off at a gallop. The girl, 
as soon as she was able, went over to 
the field where her parents and brother 
were at work, and told her m other of the 
outrage. The father at once hurried to 
the house, hitched to a light wagon, and 
started out also. The assailant is de­ 
scribed as a young m an.tall and slen­ 
der, and with a prominent scar to the 
right of his nose.

The platform reaffirms adherence to

elections, 
honest 
money, consisting of gold, silver, and 
paper, every dollar as good as any other 
dollar, and all backed by the national 
faith and honor. 
On the money ques­ 
tion it says: 
“We favor bimetallism and demand 
the use of both gold and silver as stan­ 
dard money, either In accordance with 
a ratio to be fixed by an international 
agreement, if that can be obtained, or 
under such restrictions and such pro 
visions, to be determined by legislation, 
as will secure the m aintenance of the 
parity of values of the two metals, so 
th at the purchasing and debt-paying 
power of the dollar, whether of silver, 
gold, or paper, shall be at all times 
equal.” 
Of the 
national 
adm inistration 
it 
says: “We denounce the present demo­ 
cratic adm inistration, whose vicious and 
vacillating course has brought us dis­ 
tress at home and humiliation abroad.” 
It declares against free wool and for 
protection of the sheep industry, favors 
the construction 
of 
the 
N icaragua 
canal, and recommends 
that Senator 
Sherman and ex-Gov. Foraker be sent 
by the republicans of Ohio to the United 
States senate. 
The platform concludes:- “We pre 
sent William McKinley to the Repub­ 
licans of the nation as a candidate for 
the nomination for president in 1896, and 
we pledge him the absolute and un 
swerving support of Ohio at the next na­ 
tional convention 
- “We have heard with great sorrow of 
the sudden and untimely death of Hon.

Washington, May 29—[Special].— 
The body of Secretary Gresham is 
speeding toward Chicago, escorted by 
toe president, the cabinet and a de­ 
tachment of troops. 
The remains lay 
in state in the East room,at the White 
house until noon, when they were 
taken to the train. The remains will 
ba interred at Oakwood cemetery and 
the funeral will be held Thursday af­ 
ternoon. The funeral train is a spe­ 
cial on the Baltimore <fc Ohio and it 
will arrive in Chicago at noon tomor­ 
row. Thecoffin will be taken from the 
train at the nearest point to the ^ m e - 
tery, and, after brief services, will be 
placed in the receiving vault pending 
the decision of the family as to its final 
resting place. 
The President and his cabinet will act 
as escort and accompany the remains 
from the capital to Chicago, participat­ 
ing in whatever ceremonies may 
be 
decided upon at th at end. 
All of the 
cabinet ministers are here except Secre­ 
tary Carlisle, who will Join the party 
here or at some point along the route. 
Otto Gresham, son of the secretary, 
has 
arrived 
by 
special 
train 
from 
H arrisburg. 
He

by 
A ssistant-Post­ 
master-General Jones, who is a near 
eersonal fried of the family, who in­ 
formed him that the end had come. He 
was prepared for the news, as a tele­ 
gram from Mr. Jones had reached him 
at Altoona saying that he m ust be pre­ 
pared for the worst. 
The cabinet held a special meeting, 
which was given up wholly to tributes 
to the memory of their deceased asso­ 
ciate. 
At the conclusion of the meet­ 
ing Secretary Lamont made 
a 
brief 
statem ent of the funeral arrangem ents. 
The remains of the secretary will be 
taken from the Arlington hotel to the 
executive mansion and placed in the 
east room, where funeral services will 
be held at IO o’clock. They will be con­ 
ducted by Bishop H urst of the Metho­ 
dist Episcopal church. 
Seats will be 
reserved for the members of the diplo­ 
matic corps, the members of the United 
States Supreme court, such senators and 
members of congress as may be in the 
city, and the chiefs of the w ar and navy 
departm ents. 
The body of Mr. Gresham, in a m as­ 
sive cloth-covered cofflin, with handles 
of oxidized silver and a simple plate 
.with name and dates, lay In state last 
night in the parlor of the suite which 
he occupied 
at the Arlington 
Hotel. 
The coffin w w draped with the Ameri­ 
can flag, in the defense of which he 
fought. An immense and beautiful flor­ 
al wreath covered the entire coffin, to 
which was attached a card with the in­ 
scription: “The Departm ent of State.” 
The features were exposed to view. The 
expression was placid and beautiful, as 
if it were the face of one who is indeed 
at rest. 
All through the evening scores of peo­ 
ple of all stations in life walked rever­ 
ently through th at quiet room and took 
a farewell look at the dead. 
It is the purpose of the President and 
his cabinet, the latter acting as active 
pallbearers, to return to W ashington 
immediately after the short services at 
Oakwoods shall have been completed, 
and not to enter the city of Chicago 
further than the cemetery. As the train 
will run with a dining car it will not be 
necessary to go to a hotel. The Presi­ 
dent expects to be hack in W ashington 
Friday night. 
The funeral ceremonies In W ashing­ 
ton are of a semi-official character, as 
they are held in the east room of the 
W hite House, with the President and 
his cabinet, justices of the Supreme 
court, am bassadors and ministers, rep­ 
resentatives of the departm ents and the 
arm y and navy, and others present, 
and all official business suspended for 
the day. 
Everywhere 
there are 
emblems of 
sadness. On on all hands one sees the 
token of sincerest 
hum an sympathy. 
All partisanship seems buried in W alter 
Gresham’s grave. 
However great the 
difference as to politics 
and policies 
there is but one voice here now. 
All 
W ashington is mourning because of a 
great man 
gone. 
The huge 
baskets 
overflowing with cards bear witness to 
the esteem in which the dead was held. 
No one who is known in W ashington 
political, official, diplomatic, or social 
life failed to call and tender sym pathy 
and respect. 
The m ourners were left 
alone in their sorrow. 


To Honor the Dead Secretary. 
W ashington. May 29.—As soon as the 
funeral arrangem ents had been agreed 
upon Acting Secretary Uhl sent for­ 
mal notice of the death, invitation to 
the funeral to all the legations, and a 
general cablegram to all United States 
embassies and legations abroad, with 
directions to place all flags at half m ast 
for ten days, which order the m inisters 
were instructed 
to repeat 
to every 
United States consulate in the world.

Revenue 
Bill Defeated In the Senate 
Yesterday. 
Springfield, 111., May 29.—Senator Bu­ 
tler's revenue bill, w’hich came up in the 
senate 
yesterday 
on 
third 
reading 
failed to pass th at branch of the gen­ 
eral assembly, the vote being 17 yeas 
to 18 nays. Senator Littler gave notice 
that he would move for a reconsidera­ 
tion. Senator Aspinwall called up the 
house bill to prevent the coloring of 
oleomargarine to resemble butter, and 
asked that it be read for the first time 
and advanced without refer*-n«•*> to a 
committee. Objections were made, and 
a motion to suspend the rules was car­ 
ried by a vote of 38 yeas to I nay. 
The bill authorizing cities, villages, 
and towns endangered by the washing 
away of the banks of any river to trans­ 
fer their sites and to preserve their 
rights, powers and names was passed 
by unanimous vote. 
In the house CaliaJian’s bill revising 
the election law came up as a special 
order on second reading. About forty 
committee am endments of minor im­ 
portance were adopted. Mr. Stoskopf of­ 
fered an amendment, which was adopt­ 
ed, providing 
that 
ballots 
may 
be 
marked with lead pencils. Considera­ 
tion of the bill occupied all che forenoon 
and it was finally ordered to third read­ 
ing. It revises the whole election law. 
i 
The senate bill to provide that the 
indorser 
of a negotiable 
instrum ent 
may be sued concurrently with or in 
preference to the m aker of such instru­ 
ment was passed, years 93, nays 19. Mr. 
Needles gave notice of a motion to re­ 
consider. 
Many 
appropriation 
bills 
were passed. 
Mr. Needles, from the committee on 
appropriations, made an adverse report 
on the senate bill making an appro­ 
priation for the erection of a monument 
to the memory of Jam es M arquette, the 
explorer.

Demonetization and the “crime of 
1873” when silver is said to have been 
demonetized,are fruitful topics for the 
Advocates of free coinage on a I o to I 
basis. By this class of agitators, every 
man who advocates honest money, is 
denounced as a “gold bug” and an en­ 
emy to national prosperity. The ques­ 
tion is sneeringly asked: “ What do you 
mean by honest money?” There are 
tome facts connected with the history 
of silver as a standard of value that 
are frequently overlooked. 
One of 
them is that silver demonetized itself 
long before 1873, simply because the 
bullion in a silver dollar was worth 
more for other purposes 
than for 
coinage. The aet of 
1873, simply 
accorded the facts that existed. 
Th a 
came experiences wonld be repeated 
today if silver bullion should advance 
to a point where 412 grains of it were 
worth 81.03 in gold, as it was in 1873. 
No law could compel the owner of the 
bullion to furnish it for coinage pur 
poses at less than the market value. 
Then came a time in the later seven' 
ties when silver bullion dropped below 
the dollar mark, and the government 
was induced to become a purchaser, 
first of $2,000,000 a month, and five 
peart later, of double that amonnt. 
Vader the stimulus of a steady and 
profitible customer, new mines were 
developed, end the stock of silver i ap- 
idly increased, until today the govern­ 
ment is loaded with hundreds of tons 
o f silver coin and bullion, with no 
possible outlet for it. 
If the govern­ 
ment was obliged to realize on Pa 
stock of silver at the market price of 
bullion,the $369,000,000 would shrink 
to half that amount.

Asset, who should attempt to satisfy 
bis creditors by a ficticious value of 
th e same proportion, would not only 
be called dishonest, but charges of 
firaui would hold against him, in any 
Acrart in the land.
